Certain juices are secreted by ‘those 
hairs, which digest the prey so that it 
ean be used by the plant. When the 
digestion is completed the ensnaring 
hairs bend back and permit the re- 
mains to be hiewn away. 

The question in most people’a minds 
at this point is: “Does the plant have 
voluntary controt aver these ensparing 
haire?” Some scientista credit the 
plant with a highly developed nervous 
system, but most believe the prucess Ié 
@ mechanical one.

TRACED TO age 


Scientist: Tells of Tests Mitade’ 
on Animals. 


Philadelphia.—Jefferson Medical col- 
lege has just completed experiments 
tending to prove definitely that rheu- 
matic fever is the direct results of 
focal infections, such as infected teeth 
and tonsils, 

This was achieved by managing for 
the first time. to produce satisfactory 
infections artificially in animals and 
studying the immediate and bentaec 3 
quettt “results, “> 

Dr. Virgil Holland Moon of the col- 
lege laboratory announced the results 
‘and explained ‘th®{ methods of these 
experiments at clinieal.sessions in: the | 
amphitheater of Jefferson hospital, ar- 
nanged “by and for ex-internes of the 
institution. . 

He suid that previous efforts at ar- : 
tificially inducing chronic focal infec- 
tions in ¢xperimertal’ animals had | 
failed because the -virttses used had | 
been introduced under the skin by tn | 
Jection. | 

The new method employed an in- 
fected cotton swab, which was sealed | 
in mguscles or under the skin of the | 
animals after incisions had been made. 

This set up” a chronic infection, 
which permitted development of symp- 
toms in. the animals corresponding 
“nearly exactly” to the- symptoms of 
human patients suffering from rheu- 
matic fever. 

Autopsies on the animals proved 
that changes in the heart und artery 
were identical -with those 
found in autopsy on human rheumatic 
fever victims. 

For several 


years physicians have 


suspected the direct relation of chron-.|, 


fe focal infections to rheumatic fever, 
but experimental methéds never be- 
fore had permitted conclusive proof of 
the theory, Doctor Moen said.

Thomas B. Paton, the organization's 

*Goneral Counsel, in making the an- 
nouncement says that previously pro- 
posed amendments: to. the statute, 
which is known as Section 6219, have 
been opposed when it was felt their 
terms would enable any state to place 
banks in a tax class by themselves, 

“The law as it stands today,” Mr. 

Paton says, “permits state or local 
taxation of national banks or their 
shareholders in one or the other of 
the four following forms: the share- 
holders upon their sharc3,—a prop- 
erty tax; the sharcholders upon their 
dividends,—a personal income tax; 
the bank upon its net incomo; the 
bank according to or measured by its 
not income. Only one form of tax can 
bo imposed, except that the dividend 
tax may be combined with the third or 
fourth form if other corporations card 
sharcholders are likewise taxed. 

“The conditions permitted aro: the 
; tax on shares must be at no greater 

rate than on other competing moneyed 
eanital; the income tax on sharehold- 
ers must be at no greatcr rate than 
on net income from other moneyed 
capital; the tax on bank net fncomo 
must bo at no higher rate than’ on 
othcr financial corporations nor the 
highest rates on mercantile and manu- 
facturing corporations doing business 
within tho stato; the tax measured by 
net bank income ig subject to the 
same Imitations as the tax on net 
income of the bank but may include 
chtire net income from all sources,” 
States Seck Brcader Law 
vaticnal banks, and thoir sharehold- 
efs aro taxed in differont states under 
2 diversity of systema, he says, The 
U. 9. Supreme Court has held that the 
low millage rato on intangible persons 
al property is in violation of the pres- 
ent law where it results in national 
bani: shares boing taxed at a rate 
greater than that assessed upon com- 
peting moneyed capital.

“Conferences have been held to 

reach some agreement which would 
protect the banks, satisfy the tax com- 
missioners and avoid a contest in Con- 
gress,” Mr, Paton says. “From the 
standpoint of the tax authorities, the 
main objectives have béen an amend- 
ment which would permit certain 
states to retain their low rate tax upon 
intangibles and at the same time de- 
rive an adequate, but not excessive, 
revenue from national bank sharer, 
and an amendment which would per- 
mit certain states to tax corporations 
on their net income, excluding income 
from tax-exempts, and at the samc 
time derive the same revenue from 
the banks ag heretofore. From the 
standpoint of the banks, it has been 
deemed imperative to meintain the 
protective principles of Section 5219, 
The Changes Agreed On 

“In the proposed amendment the ex- 
isting provision permitting taxation of 
bank shares no higher than the rato
